GREENVILLE, 8. C., August 20.—An affect- 
ing incident occurred in the courthouse a few 
days ago, and was an illustration of the depth 
of fe eling that can exist between master and 
slave.

A fragment of gray 
hair was combed straight above his dark-fur- 
rowed brow,and he gave honor to the oc- 
easion by arraying himself in his broadcloth 
suit that his master had danced in a half cen- 
tury ago. When the witnesses for the govern- 
ment nad been xamined, the venerable ex- 
Governor Bonham, of South ¢ Carolina, went on

They are boring — for artes an 
wells and think they won't have no imore 
trouble about _ water. L seen a curious sight 
when I was there. A cistern give out, and 
they had well water haule " from away ort in 
East Dallas and put in it—enough to do till it 
rained. They say itisa common thing to fill 
cisterns from that well. Some like it better 
than the rain water. Cousin Pink ‘lowed it 
give her the blues to see folks buy water. 

We had all sorter weather in April, not sun- 
shine and shower, like it most inginnerly is in 
Alabama, but heat and cold, and wind and 
rain, and ‘‘northers,’’ but mostly hot weather, 
like June or July, that makes you feel good- 
fur-nothin’. One day allof a suddint (that's 
the way with everything in that part of Texas) 
thar come a swarm of house flies like the plegs 
of Egypt—these tame, affection: ste flies that 
crawl on your hands and face, and can’t be 
insulted; the more you knock ‘em off the 
better they like you.

FIRED UPON FROM AN AMBUSH, 


Jack Tuurner, Leader of a Vendetta, Pierced 
by Bullets—A Nephew of the Dead 
Man Suspected, — 


| ,Lovisvitue, September 3.—Information was 


received here tonight of the killing of Jack 


Turtier, at Pineville, Bell county, Ky., Friday. ° 


Turner was the leader of one party in the 
mountain vendetta which has lasted more 
than twenty years. Besides his father-in-law 


and ‘brother-in-law, he had killed three or” 


four men, among them the sheriff of the 
county. The murder of the latter occurred 
about four weeks ago, while ‘that offictalrand 
&@ posse were attacking Turner's party, wito 
made a desperate resistance, from a house. 
Turner was arrested, and. being unable to ob- 
tain any one to go on his bond, was compelled 
to put upfthe amount in hard cash from his 
own funds. This he did, as he was well-off. 
Atthe fime of the murder, he was walking 
down the principal street of Pineville. He 
had arrived opposite the leading hotel of the 
place, when a volley from a party of men con- 
cealed in’ one of the front rooms, felled him in- 
stantly. When his body was examined, it was 
found that it had been pierced by fifteen bul- 
lets from Winchester rifles, and one load of 
buckshot, 

The vendetta alluded to originated in a fam- 
ily dispute. Bell county is one of the wildest 
and most lawless of the mountain counties, 
never haying been touched until recently by a 
railroad. A jury which was empanelled after 
the murder and found that Jack Turner, a 
nephew of the dead man, and Bob Sowders, 
were members of the party who fired upon the 
dead man. The others were unknown.

Mies. The temper of the room was intensely bull- 


ish, and traders, commission people and forefgners 
all bought stocks all along the entire line. There 
was some little resistance from the bears, but it was 
not until heavy realizations, induced by the high 
figures, began to take effect that any impression was 
made upon the market. The excitement gradually 
subsided, and after the reaction a firm tone, which 
lasied until the close, was imparted to the dealings. 
Reading, Manhattan and Western Union were the 
special features of trading, the advance in the first 
two hours being something phenomenal, The 
opening was very strong, advances over yesterday’s 
final figures ranging up to 134 per cent in Richmond 
and West Point. The market was extremely active 
and prices jumped up very sharply, Manhattan 
rising 5 per cent, Reading 444, Jersey Central 3 and 
the others in proportion. The reaction was equally 
as sudden, but the greater part of the advance was 
retained, and before 10:30 the market had settled 
down to comparative steadiness, although it re- 
mained rather feverish throughout. Notwithstand- 
ing heavy realizations buying slowly advanced quo- 
tations all along the line, andthe cloce was active 
and strong at material advances over yesterday’s 
figures. The bank statement had no appreciable 
effect whatever and the active list is invariably 
higher and Manhattan gained 44% per cent, Reading 
334, Lackawanna 314, Jersey Central 274, Missouri 
Pacific and Western Union 2%4, New England 2%, 
Richmond and West Point 214, Wheeling and Lake 
Erie, 244 and the others smaller amounts. The sales 
today aggregate 294,000 shares.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Produce.

CHICAGO, September 3—The wheat market was 
dull throughout the day. Increasing receipts in the 
northwest, dull and weaker cables and lower prices 
for California wheat had a tendency to create an 
easier feeling, and, with pretty fair selling on east- 
ern account and not much outside support, prices 
gradually settled down.

COURT AND CAPITOL. 


What Was Done in the Depart- 
ments Yesterday. 


AN INVALID CONVICT PARDONED. 


News of Interest and Moment Noted—Three 
Ingurance Companies Debarred 
From Doing Business. 


Yesterday was rather a dull day about the 
state house. Governor Gordon was absent on 
a short business trip. Comptroller Wright 
has returned from Eatonton, and on yesterday 
took important action in some insurance mat- 
ters. A full report of the day’s work will be 
found below. 


The Governor and His Cabinet. 


GOVERNOR GorDOoN was notin his office yes- 
terday, and there was but little business of an 
important nature transacted at the executive 
oflice. Routine work was performed by the 
clerk, and a number of matters attended to 
not requiring the executive’s presence. It was 
understood that Governor Gordon was at 
Gainesville, but just what business he was on 
could not be ascertained. It was believed, 
however, that he had gone there to meet Hon. 
W.P. Price, of Dahlonega, on purely private 
matters. 

C. W.C. Wright was convicted of man- 
slaughter in 1855 in Monroe county, and sen- 
tenced to three years at hard labor in the peni- 
tentiary. Wright was a cripple, with limbs 
drawn and twisted from rheumatic pains. In 
getting about he was compelled to call to aid 
crutches. After committing the crime for 
which he was sentenced, Wright made his es- 
cape, and was gone several months. It was 
the exposure he was subjected to while hiding 
from the law oflicers that brought on his rheu- 
matism,6o that he was a cripple when sen- 
tenced, but not when he did the deed. After 
Wright was sentenced, the sheriff allowed 
him to come to Atlanta to ask in person ex- 
ecutive Clemency. He came to Atlanta accom- 
panied by his father, and saw the govérnor, but 
the executive did not see fit to grant the re- 
quest. Wright was thensent to the Cedartown 
camp, placed in the hospital there. He again 
renewed his’ request for mercy. He has not 
been ablé sincé his incarceration to do any 
work, and because of his continement has 
grow weaker and weaker every day. The 


physician in charge of the camp made affidavit « 


to the statement that he did not think Wright 
could live very long, if Keptin confinement; 
and a strong case being made out in behalf of 
the unfortunate man, the governor has ordered 
that the pardon be made out, and ina day or 
two Wright will receive his liberty. 

COMPTROLLER-GENERAL WRriGHT has re- 
turned from his Eatonton trip and was in his 
office all day yesterday. During the day the 
last tax digest was received by the comptroll- 
er. It was that of Pulaski county and the 
amount returned was $1,830,599, an increase 
of $56,665 over 1886. This completes the list 
of counties. Lhe aggregate increase of taxa- 
ble property in the state forthe current year 
is $10,097,744, and the estimated increase of 
railroad property is $1,870,000, which makes a 
total of $11,967,744, a] fraction less than the 
twelve millions at first estimated. ‘The Amer- 
icus, Preston and Lumpkin railroad is the 
company yet tobe heard from. 

COMPTROLLER WRIGHT stated on yesterday 
that certain insurance companies, having 
failed to comply with the law in regard to the 
filing of returns, Would have their license to 
do business in the state of Georgia revoked, 

unless they could make a good showing that 
they had honestly endeavored to comply with 
all the requirements of the law. The names 
of the companies are as follows: The Ohio 
Valley Life Insurance company, of Wheeling, 
W. Va.; the Union Mutual Life Insurance 
company, of Portland, Me.: and the United 
States Mutual Accident Association. 

TREASURER HarDEMAN, besides paying a 
number of small warrants and attending to the 
demands of numerous members of the general 
assembly, paid the following warrants yestor- 
day: Two warrants of $148.27 each to EB. R. 
Hodgson, of Athens, and 8. M. Inman, of At- 
lanta, on account of their services as techno- 
logical school commissioners. In the afternoon 
Treasurer Hardeman left on the Georgia rail- 
road for his country home at Oxford, Newton 
county. . 

MATTERS WERE QUIET at the penitentiar 
office yesterday. Assistant Keeper Shubric 
is visiting his old home at Washington, Ga., 
and in the aftertioon Colonel Towers, the prin- 
cipal keeper, went up to Rome to 
spend Sunday with hig family. Peni- 
tentiary Guard ‘Turner § was 
yesterday, and reported everything 

uiet. He has been relieved from duty at Camp 
singham, and will in all probability remain in 

Atlanta for some tine now_ for the purpose of 
attending the official inquiry into the convict 
lease conducted by the governor. Mr. Turner 
reports that Bingham camp will be broken up 
early this week, as the work the convicts have 
been engaged on ‘there has been completed. 

THE GEORGIA PourtTry and Stock associa- 
tion held a meeting at the department of agri- 
cultufe yeSterday, for the purpose of discuss- 
ing what it would do with reference to making 
an exhibition at the Piedmont exposition. 
The meeting was large and enthusiastic, and 
in afew days the programme decided upon 
will be made known. 

The County Courthouse.
